A Public Library. 

Louisville has no public library; she can- 
not even boast a public reading-room. The 
nearest approach to the latier is to be 
found in the poorly equipped eilori at one 
which we possess in the rooms of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association. In 
bated breath we make this humiliating 
confession. We cannot bear to acknowl- 
edge and proclaim to the world our miser- 
able condition in this respect. Yet the 
truth must be spoken, and if we are ever 
destined to make amends for our grievous 
shortcomings in this important matter of a 
library it will be only as the result of a 
persistent and earnest agitation of the 
question. 

If nothing milder will accomplish the 
purpose, the question should be made the 
subject of a public meeting. We cherish 
the conviction that there exists in our com- 
munity a sufficient degree of latent enthu- 
siasm in favor of a public library to push 
the project toa successful issuc, if only 
some prominent man or men would become 
the mouth-piece of this vague sentiment, 
and endeavor to bring about a definite and 
concerted course of proceeding. Without 
the sympathy and support of men of 
wealth, and of social or professional prom- 
inence, this library enterprise will never 
attain the degree and character of success 
which should attend an object that ought 
to be emphatically a matter of city pride. 
The legal and medical fraternity of Louis- 
ville are deservedly held in high repute, 
and one would naturally expect this pow- 


| erful class to take the lead in such a mat- 


ter as the establishment of a city library. 
Weknow not to what extent this Class ts 
identified with the present library move- 
ment, but we are quite sure it will prove a 
success ifit ever comes to be made an ob- 
ject of their special concern. 

The establishment of a public library is 
an object that appeals to our municipal 
pride. It has undeniable claims upon the 
attention and purse of every public spirited 
citizen, There isno one thing of which 
our city stands in greater need, and the 
absence of which is more disgraceful to us. 
Until this want is supplied let us cease to
